OLLOWING A SHOCKING 

series of developments, Mag- 
num T.A. has been stripped of his 
U.S. heavyweight title—literally just 
hours before this magazine went 
to press. Here’s what happened: 

A press conference had been 
held by World Championship 
Wrestling to help iron out the de- 
tails of a T.A.-Nikita Koloff U.S. title 
match. Among the people in 
attendance at the press confer- 
ence were Nikita and Ivan Koloff, 
T.A., and Magnum’s mother, Mar- 
ion. During the proceedings, the 
Koloffs began insulting T.A.’s 
mother. Magnum lunged at Nikita, 
who hit him with a Russian sickle 
and left him nearly unconscious on 
the floor. 

Several days later, T.A. was sum- 
moned to the Kansas City main of- 
fice of the NWA by NWA Presi- 
dent Bob Geigel. Geigel repn- 
manded T.A., saying that a U.S. 
champion, a representative of the 
NWA, should not act in such a 
fashion at a national press confer- 
ence. Even after T.A. explained 
the situation, Geigel told Magnum 
he was considering stripping him 
of the title. Upon hearing that, T.A. 
went berserk and attacked Geigel. 
After that, Magnum was officially 
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Magnum T.A. was stripped of his U.S. title 
by Bob Geigel after he physically attacked 
the NWA president. 


stripped of the title and now faces 
possible suspension. 

“There are two factors at work 
here,’ Geigel said in a telephone 
interview immediately after the in- 
cident. “First of all, T.A.’s got to 
understand that as U.S. champion 
he is a representative of the NWA, 
and should conduct himself as 
such. He should have been above 
the Koloffs, and simply ignored 
their taunts. And, concurrently, he 
never should have placed a finger 
on me, no matter how angry he 
was. Secondly, this places every 


NWA titleholder on notice: If your 
actions out of the ring are, in the 
extreme, unbecoming of a cham- 
pion, then you will be stripped of 
your title. It’s that simple. Yes, T.A. 
Was made an example of, and all 
other champions should pay close 
attention to this situation. Very 
close attention.” 

Hear that, Ric Flair? 

Another wrestler who is in trou- 
ble with officials is Andre the Giant. 
Bobby Heenan had demanded that 
Andre be banned from wrestling 
after the Giant pulled a no-show in 
a scheduled tag team match 
against King Kong Bundy and John 
Studd. Heenan’s lawyers took the 
case all the way to WWF Presi- 
dent Frank Tunney, and they were 
rewarded with a decision in their 
favor. Tunney decided to suspend 
Andre from wrestling, at least 
while he is studying the confusing 
situation. “This proves you can't 
fool with The Brain,” said a tium- 
phant Heenan. 

Over in the AWA, a new pair of 
World tag team champions have 
been crowned: Playboy Buddy 
Rose and Doug Somers defeated 
Scott Hall and Curt Hennig in Ham- 
mond, Indiana, to capture the

The Road Warriors 
charged the ring and attacked the 
Russians. When order was mo- 
mentarily resumed, Animal tied 
himself to Ivan and Hawk tied 
himself to Nikita. 

The two teams exchanged 
closed fists, clotheslines, and el- 
bowsmashes with the chain. 
Hawk opened a gash on Nikita’s 
forehead, while Animal brutalized 
lvan with a powerslam and a se- 
ries of punches. At one point, 
Hawk hung Nikita over the top 
rope, nearly choking him to death. 

During the course of the match, 
the referee was _ knocked 
unconscious. Nikita threw Hawk 
out of the ring, untied the chain, 
and dealt a devastating clothes- 
line to Animal, who kicked out 
when lvan attempted the pin. Fi- 
nally, the Warriors double-teamed 
lvan, and Animal took the pin.

Well, 
Andre the Giant was sick of being a punching bag and finally fought back by 
not appearing at a WWF taping. It’s about time. Respect is earned, not given, 
and Andre has finally taken positive action. 


Thumbs Up to Rick Morton: This Rock ’n’ Roller has answered his many critics 
by proving that he can work as a solo artist as well as in a group. And he proved 
himself against none other than NWA World champion Ric Flair. Even if 
Morton is unsuccessful in lifting Flair’s title, he will benefit from the security of 
knowing that he doesn’t have to depend on tag team wrestling for the rest of his 
career.

Thumbs Up to Kendall Windham: The relationship between Kendall and Barry 
Windham had reached the breaking point, but the two brothers managed to settle 
their difficulties in a manner that was a credit to their family and professional 
wrestling. In a sport where family ties seem to be so easily broken, Kendall and 
Barry proved again that blood is thicker than water. And Kendall’s decision to 
put the Florida title up for,grabs was a responsible action. 
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Thumbs Up to Rick Rude: Apparently, the World Class’ no-disqualification rule 
curbed some of Rude’s rulebreaking tactics. In his title bout with Bruiser Brody 
at the David Von Erich Memorial Parade Of Champions, Rude wrestled fairly 
and managed to stay within the prescribed guidelines of the sport. If not for 
manager Percy Pringle’s incessant banter and brief interference late in the match, 
Rude’s performance would have been flawless. Rude escaped a pin three times, 
which speaks volumes for his perseverance as a champion. 


Thumbs Downs} 


Thumbs Down to Eddie Gilbert: It’s bad enough that the Russians, Iranians, 
Middle Easterners, South Africans, New Zealanders, etc., come to this country 
and attack our. way of life, but when an American joins forces with the enemy, 
it’s time to draw the line. Mr. Gilbert’s style and courage have been in question 
for the past year, but his recent actions are unforgivable. Gilbert has repeatedly 
condoned the actions of Korchenko, a Russian wrestler who repeatedly drapes the 
Soviet flag over his beaten opponents. This cannot be tolerated.

Perhaps this thumbs down should go to WWF officials for refusing 
to condemn Roberts for his sick actions. For years, the WWF has been charac- 
terized by its spineless actions and, ironically, the snake is an invertebrate animal. 


Thumbs Down to Dusty Rhodes: Although The American Dream is to be 
commended for defending the honor of Baby Doll, it’s sad to see this once- 
dedicated wrestler overcome by his current obsession. Jim Cornette’s actions were 
criminal.

documentary Man Of Iron and is 
proficient in a variety of sports. 

Sorry, folks, he was a profes- 
sional football player, but no- 
body’s perfect. Magee played for 
the B.C. Lions of the Canadian 
Football League, but his career 
was short-lived. 

So now he’s come full-circle 
and is back to wrestling. Magee 
wrestled in junior high school in 
the 148-pound class and finished 
fourth in the British Columbia 
finals. Some 130 pounds later, the 
6’4” 26-year-old is ready to go. af- 
ter the heavyweights. 

“! was impressed by the new 
prominence pro wrestling has at- 
tained recently,” said Magee, ex- 
plaining his return to the mat. “In 
addition to this, | believed my ath- 
letic background would make me 
a good wrestler. I’ve boxed, lifted 
weights, played football, done 
some judo and kickboxing, gym- 
nastics, and even track and field. 
A wrestler can’t rely on one or 
two strengths. He must have a 
solid background.” 

Magee wasted no time backing 
up his words and breaking the 
stereotype of the huge, muscular 
wrestler who can only overpower 
his opponent. Advocates of this 
style have, with few exceptions, 
achieved only limited success in 
this sport. 

Magee quickly put his vast 
skills on display in his debut 
match against Butch Moffat. “It’s 
something |’ll never forget,” said 
Magee. ‘I won by doing a back 
somersault off of the top rope, fol- 
lowed by a roll up to a pin. The 
people were amazed. | guess 
they thought I'd try to throw 
Moffat all over the ring, but | de- 
cided to concentrate on my wres- 
tling skills. 

“| like to do a lot of acrobatic 
moves, which requires timing,”’ 
Magee explains. “There’s very lit- 
tle room for error. Occasionally, |

screw up and it can prove embar- 
rassing and dangerous if your op- 
ponent capitalizes. It happens 
rarely, though, and if it does, | just 
continue on as if nothing hap- 
pened. That lessens the impact.”’ 

Although Magee has done most 
of his wrestling in Western Cana- 
da, he readily admits to a particu- 
lar affinity for Japan. “Japan is 
definitely my favorite place to 
wrestle,’ says Magee, ‘‘and | had 
my toughest match there, too. | 
was wrestling Riki Chosu in the 
main event with a television audi- 
ence of about 12 million. It was a 
close match, hard fought, but he 
took advantage of my _ inexperi- 
ence. It was the first and only pin- 
fall loss without interference in my 
career. | look forward to wrestling 
him again.” 

Magee’s dedication to training 
figures to carry him a long way. 
He’s accustomed to spending 
long hours in the weight room 
and has been on aé strict diet 
since an early age. Certainly, his 
long list of weightlifting honors at- 
tests to this. 

Twice the Canadian National 
Powerlifting champion. Second in 


Magee, applying a headlock on Steve 
DiSalvo, is extremely flexible despite his 
musculature, 


the World’s Strongest Man con- 
test. First in the World Powerlifting 
championships. Holder of the 
world record for a deadlift from 
the knees, a staggering 1,179% 
pounds. If you live in the United 
States, you might have seen him 
on - That’s Incredible. \f you 
haven’t seen him, it should only 
be a matter of time. He’s totally 
devoted to professional wrestling. 

“| have many hobbies and in- 
terests,”” says Magee, “but now, | 
only do the ones that will help my 
performance in the wrestling ring: 
martial arts, diving, gymnastics, 
weight training, cycling. I’m work- 
ing hard, trying to develop all as- 
pects of my wrestling.”

saying goes. Face it—I love a 
knock-down, drag-out brawl as 
much as the next man. But wres- 
tling is a sweet science. War is not 
always ugly. Wars are won not 
only in the trenches, but in the 
map room. I’ve always prided my- 
self as a topflight strategist. I love 
the challenge of a complicated sci- 
entific match. Unfortunately, I’m 
pitted against foreign scum who 
haven’t the brains to observe the 
rules. But that’s the way I like it. I 
don’t mind spilling a little blood in 
defense of ideals. 


: I know you’ve spoken out at many 


schools against the dangers of drug 
use. What are feelings about the 
suspected drug use in your own 
sport? 


: This is a very bad thing. I feel 


certain that the problem right now 
is confined to a very small group 
of individuals. We must support 
these men in their battle against 
drug and alcohol abuse. They are 
the worst sort of rulebreakers, be- 
cause they endanger many other 
people besides their opponents. It is 
important that this problem is not 
ignored. Frankly, I can’t see how 
people can abuse themselves. There 
is so much to live for. Drugs are 
this country’s worst enemy. 


: If I didn’t know better, I’d say 


Abdullah the Butcher must be tak- 
ing something. Can anyone be that 
crazy naturally? 


: Yes, sir. Abdullah is simply differ- 


ent than everybody else. He is not 
so much anti-American as he is 
anti-world. He is dangerous be- 
cause he doesn’t care. Nothing 
matters to him, not even life itself. 
He is a brutal destruction machine. 
I wouldn’t want my sister-in-law to 
meet him on the street. 1 worry 
about the children in the neighbor- 
hoods where he wrestles. I’ve tried 
to convince immigration authorities 
to revoke his working visa, but so 
far he hasn’t broken any laws. But 
I know if something isn’t done 
soon it will be a case of “‘I told

you so.”’ That is why I’ve come to 
this town to track him down. I 
don’t want to comfort some griev- 
ing family after Abdullah has at- 
tacked their child. He must be 
stopped. And only I can stop him. 

Q: Is the pressure of being an idol, a 
hero to millions and millions of 
fans, ever incapacitating? Do you 
sometimes wish you weren’t so rec- 
ognizable? 

A: Never. Not a once. I’m grateful 
that I’ve been given the opportuni- 
ty to defend this country. It’s a 
responsibility that I cherish and 
value. Being a role model is not at 
all difficult for me. I’ve never had 
a problem living a wholesome life. 
My attitude is “‘you can’t go wrong 
if you do the right thing.’’ It’s the 
creed I live by. Those who say they 
don’t know what the right thing is 
are just rationalizing their improper 
behavior. The foundation of this 
land was built by honorable peo- 
ple. Read Ben Franklin’s autobiog- 
raphy if you wish to learn right 
from wrong. Or watch one of Sgt. 
Slaughter’s matches. The difference 
between right and wrong will be 
obvious.

RANDY SAVAGE 


ROM BIRTH, Randy Savage 

was destined for a career in pro- 
fessional wrestling. His father, Angelo 
Poffo, was one of the legends of the 
game, giving Randy the opportunity to 
learn about the sport from a rare per- 
spective. Savage attended his father’s 
matches and learned the ins and outs 
of wrestling. Although Angelo Poffo 
was known as a ruthless rulebreaker, 
he taught his sons Randy and Lanny 
the finer points of the sport. 

But when the time came to make a 
career choice, Angelo’s sons went in 
different directions. While Lanny chose 
a career in wrestling, Randy picked 
professional baseball. This was only a 
brief detour, however. Fate had al- 
ready decided that Randy Savage 
would be a pro wrestler, just like his 
great father. 

After a five-year stint in the minor 
leagues of the St. Louis Cardinals, 
Cincinnati Reds, and Chicago White 
Sox, Savage finally realized that his 
place was in the wrestling ring. Joining 
his brother, the two won the Southeast- 
ern tag team championship, a title they 
would hold for two months. Then, af- 
ter losing the belt, Randy and Lanny 
went their separate ways. The family 
would never again be the same. 

In 1978, Lanny won the Internation- 
al Championship Wrestling World title 
and Randy returned to the ICW area 
to demand a shot at his brother’s belt. 
In what was considered to be the 
greatest match of his career, Savage

beat Poffo for the title and went on to 
hold it for four years. Ironically, in 
1983 Savage lost the title to. Paul 
Christy, the same man he defeated in 
his pro debut 10 years earlier. 

Although Savage held the Mid- 
Southern title on several occasions over 
the next two years, his career didn’t 
take off until he made another vital 
career decision. Savage moved on to 
the WWF and took on Miss Elizabeth 
as his business manager. He was an 
instant star. Before long, Savage was 
meeting the best wrestlers in the WWE, 
and on February 8, 1986, at Boston 
Garden, he defeated Tito Santana for 
the coveted WWF Intercontinental 
championship. 

Savage was not making any friends 
with the fans, however, and that vic- 
tory did not add to his appeal. Savage 
won the title by beating Santana over 
the head with a foreign object and 
then going in for the pin. As of this 
writing, Savage still holds the belt, but 
in the minds of many people there 
should be an asterisk next to his name. 

This, however, takes away little 
from Savage’s ability as a wrestler. 
Tough, mean, and aggressive, as his 
name implies, Savage was recently en- 
gaged in a series of epic battles with 
WWF World champion Hulk Hogan 
and certainly didn’t disgrace himself.

face across the top rope. Morton howls 
from the pain, but the twisted grimace 
on his face suggests that the pain is 
greater than even his outcries would 
indicate. Several women at ringside 
shriek in horror; several others begin to 
cry. 

“Come on, Ricky, come on! Fight 
back! Fight the pain! Kick Flair right 
in the... 1” 

The incredibly popular Morton may 
have more fan support these days than 
anyone else in the sport. With their 
help, Morton does fight back the pain. 
Flair continues his offense by whipping 
Morton into the turnbuckles. Morton's 
back slams into the corner, and Flair 
moves in for the attack. Morton jumps 
to the side, and Flair’s head misses a 
collision with the steel ringpost by. the 
tiniest fraction of an inch. 

Angered, Flair moves in again, He 
grabs Morton and whips him into the 
corner. But Morton is ready this time 
and hurls himself up to the second 
rope in the corner. In a split-second 
precision movement, Morton turns and 
delivers a flying bodypress. Flair is 
caught by surprise! Morton covers the 
champion. The referee slaps the mat 

. once... twice... 


“This is gonna play havoc with my 
tax returns,’ Rick Morton jokes, ‘“‘I 
wonder what the limit is for deductions 
of bandages and salve.’”’ Humor is a 
familiar companion these days, helping 
to hide the pain that still sends jagged 
knives of anguish cutting through his 
face. 

The wound on Morton’s face came 
about as the result of a dressing room 
attack spearheaded by Ric Flair. Mor- 
ton had scored a pinfall over Flair in a 
six-man elimination match, and the

NWA champ became incensed, decid- 
ing to take his rage out on Morton 
and a concrete floor. 

Since that attack, Morton has at- 
tempted to score another pinfall over 
Flair in an NWA title match. And, if 
unable to do that, simply to humiliate 
and hopefully injure the champion in 
the same way that he himself had been 
injured. 

Indeed, as Morton says in an in- 
depth interview in the Fall 1986 edition 
of our sister publication Wrestling 86, 
“Look, the belt isn’t the main reason 
I’m after Flair, but I’ll tell you this: 
I’ve given Flair some nervous mo- 
ments, I’ve come damn close to getting 
that three-count, and I’ve seen fear in 
Flair’s eyes because of it. That makes 
me very, very happy. But it’s not a 
case where I’ll never quit until I get the 
belt. Hey—I’m getting my shots at 
Flair now, and I’m going to give each 
match all I’ve got. But my match strat- 
egy isn’t based on maneuvering Flair in 
for a pinfall, it’s more to the point of 
trying to give Flair a taste of his own 
bad medicine. I mean, if I come out of 
all this without the title, I’m not gonna 
be emotionally destroyed.” 

But if the Morton-Flair matches 
have proven anything, they’ve proven 
that Morton is as fine a singles wrestler

T WASN'T RIC Flair vs. Kerry or 

Kevin Von Erich. Matches like 
those are a thing of the past. The 
location was the same: Texas Stadi- 
um. The event was the same, too: 
The David Von Erich Memorial Pa- 
rade Of Champions, an annual holi- 
day in the Lone Star State. 

A title was on the line, but it 
wasn’t the NWA title. The World 
Class had recently separated from 
the NWA, but secession doesn’t 
necessarily mean success. Call it a 
breaking away party, the World 
Class’ first major show of indepen- 
dence from the older and larger al- 
liance. No Flair, no Dusty, no Gar- 
vins, no Russians, but a pretty solid 
cast of characters. 

And the main event which, more 
than anything, was the World Class’ 
way of saying ‘‘We’re free!’’ The 
controversial disqualification rule 
had been trashed. Ric Flair could 
go on getting disqualified to save 
his NWA title. World Class officials 
would hear nothing of it. Rick Rude 
couldn’t win for losing and this, in 
reality, was his biggest obstacle. 

Not to mention Bruiser Brody. 
The 284-pound brawler from Albu- 
es : : querque, New Mexico, was selected

When Ravishing Rick Rude defended the World Class belt against 
Bruiser Brody at Texas Stadium, World Class officials knew that 
the world was watching and how important it was that the match 
meet world title standards. They were not disappointed—and 
neither were 24,000 fans 
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ganza, setting up what promised to 
be a vicious battle between two 
powerful brawlers. Nobody was dis- 
appointed, especially World Class 
Officials. 

“We've taken a lot of heat for 
breaking away from the NWA,” 
said one Texas promoter. ‘‘The 
NWA gets a lot of respect around 
the country, and |’m not saying 
they shouldn’t, but their rules are 
outdated. The time had come for a 
change. | admit, we were taking a 
chance, but | think we’ve won our 
first battle.”’ 

The jury is still out on the World 


Class, however. The Von Erich Day ie ~~ 


crowd of just over 24,000 was far 
below the 43,000-plus that attend- 
ed the inaugural event in 1984. In 
addition, the World Class has come 
under attack for the quality of the 
big card: three wrestlers appeared 
twice and Missy Hyatt met Sun- 
shine in an embarrassing mud 
match. 

But the main event was certainly 
a class act. World Class. Three

of a second of pinning the champi- 


on. Twice, the action spilled out- 
side the ring. Finally, Brody was 
disqualified for tossing Rude over 
the top rope and a wild scene 
erupted on the runway to the 
lockerroom. 

“Basically, | think | proved that 
I'm fully capable of defending my 
title without the help of the dis- 
qualification rule,’’ boasted Rude. 
“He had three chances to pin me 
and couldn’t. Isn't it amazing that 
he turned out getting disqualified, 
not me? | think that speaks for 
itself.”” 

Perhaps, but very little spoke for 
itself in this all-out war. Minutes 
after the opening bell, Brody was 
pinned against the turnbuckle, 
kicked out, bodyslammed Rude 


and almost scored an early victory, 
but referee Rick Hazzard’s right 
hand fell just short of the three 
count. Rude tried to take control of 
the match, but Brody had the mo- 
mentum. The champ put a head- 


lock on Brody and threw him into 
the ropes, but Bruiser, with a line- 
man’s block, sent Rude hurtling 
into the turnbuckle and outside the 
ring. The two wrestlers brawled 
wildly on the apron and Rude 
smashed Brody’s head into the 
ringpost, injuring the challenger. 
Brody bounced back and showed 
why he was the fans’ choice. Rude 
delivered a forearm smash, but 
Brody came back with an eyegouge 
and an acrobatic flying dropkick. 
Then, in the most impressive move 
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Brody takes the World Class champion over and down with a suplex (left). 


in reality, Rude could have been 
disqualified. Moments later, Rude 
took control with a reverse suplex, 
but Pringle’s interference got the 
best of a frustrated Brody. The 
challenger went after Pringle and 
flipped him into the ring. Rude 
came to the aid of his manager, 
but Brody tossed the champ over 
the top rope. Hazzard called for the 
bell and Brody was disqualified. 
Brody wasn’t finished, however. 
While Rude and Pringle walked 
back to the dressing room, Brody

of the night, Brody put Rude in a 
suplex, flipped him over, and drove 
him hard into the mat. Brody again 
picked up Rude in a suplex and 
smashed him to the mat before de- 
livering a flying legdrop across 
Rude’s neck. 

Late in the match, Rude covered 
Brody for the pin, but the referee 
didn’t notice that Brody’s leg was 
draped over the bottom rope. Percy 
Pringle then lifted Brody's leg off 
the rope, which should have result- 
ed in the disqualification of Rude. 
But once again, the referee was 
oblivious to what had occurred. So, 


attacked them from behind. A wild 
scene erupted as about 20. other 
wrestlers came in to try to break 
them up. Eventually, order was re- 
stored, and Brody walked off to the 
cheers of the ecstatic crowd. 

‘The fans know who should have 
won,” said an angry Brody. 
“Pringle picked my leg off the bot- 
tom rope and Rude should have 
been disqualified. Pringle is not out 
of the woods, and neither is Rude. 
Those guys will get what’s coming 
to them.”’ 

Brody, apparently, was the only 
person who went home unhappy.

ETS FACE IT, anyone who 

knows St. Louis wrestling un- 
derstands this fact: That town be- 
longs to Harley Race. Or at least it 
used to. Over the past few years, 
even the seven-time NWA champi- 
on himself hasn’t been able to pack 
a full house into the Kiel 
Auditorium. 

Ah, but it wasn’t that long ago, 
not long indeed, that a fellow by 
the name of Hulk Hogan came to 
the Kiel to challenge Harley Race’s 
claim to St. Louis supremacy, in ad- 
dition to a title of some magni- 
tude—the NWA World heavyweight 
championship.

Make no mis- 
take about it, Hogan dominated the 
match from start to finish, and Race 
could only muster up a few piddly 
offenses of his own, the most signif- 
icant being one patented Race knee 
to Hogan’s head, and even then he 
was unable to send the blond giant 
against the ropes in a clear match 
advantage.

months too early. Even then in St. 
Louis I could see that Hogan was 
gearing up to be something special.

And when I joined the rest of the 
fans in the Kiel and filed out into 
the parking lot, I thought about the 
match I had just witnessed. I saw 
Harley Race as a spent legend. | 
saw Hulk Hogan as a future AWA 


champion. 

And I never conceived that | 
could have been looking at the situ- 
ation I'm looking at today: Hulk 
Hogan is the WWF champion, and 
Harley Race has entered the WWF 
full-time. And you know something? 
Race looks every bit the spent leg- 
end that Hogan claimed he was af- 
ter their match in St. Louis three 
years back. 

The reasons for Race going to 
the WWF are his own, and I’m go-

ing to comment on them at length 
in my “Plain Speaking” column in 
this month’s Inside Wrestling, but 
the question on my mind today is:

Because if they are, we might 
see a replay of this 1983 domina- 
tion of Hulk over Race. Only this 
time, Hulk is three years and a few 
million fans stronger, and Race is 
three years weaker.

Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


The reader mailbag: \t's time once again to sift through the mail 
we've received over the past months and address some of your 
comments. 


@From Craig Liggeons, Phila- 
delphia: “| have a question re- 
garding the importance of the Jim 
Crockett Sr. Memorial Cup tag 
team tournament. If Magnum T.A, 
and Ron Garvin had defeated The 
Road Warriors in the final round, 
would they indeed be ranked as 
the number one tag team in the 
world (or everi crack the Top 10) 
despite the fact that they are not 
a steady team?” 

[Had the Warriors been upset 
in that final round, it is likely that 
T.A. and Garvin would have re- 
ceived a Top 10 tag team ranking, 
at least for that month. As it says above the Top 10 and Tag Team 
ratings, “Ratings are based on won-lost records for the past month, 
quality of opposition, and the inherent skill of each wrestler.” A 
victory in the Crockett Cup tournament over the number one team 
in the sport not only would have given T.A. and Garvin a Top 10 
ranking, but probably would have knocked the Warriors out of the 
number one spot_as well. As we noted in last month's “Ratings 
Analysis,” the-editors have been poised to bump Hawk and Animal 
down a notch or two. But the Warriors’ win in New Orleans, 
coupled with their recent six-man title victory with: Dusty Rhodes 
over Ivan and Nikita Koloff and Baron Von Raschke in Baltimore, have 
cemented their hold on number one—for now. But the Tag Team 
ratings are based on U.S. competition for the past month. Hawk and 
Animal are soon headed to Japan for several weeks, and their 
inactivity in the States may serve to nudge them from the number 
one spot. We'll see.] 

® From Mark Stroming, Verona, New Jersey: | love reading the 
‘Official Wrestling Ratings’ and ‘Ratings Analysis’ in your magazine, 
but there are a few changes | feel should be made in the ratings: 
Here goes: 

“First, get rid of the Southeast Continental ratings. This area never 
receives any coverage and does not deserve any. An area deserving 
of ratings and more coverage in the magazines would be the Polyne- 
sian Pro area. 

“In response to the question asked concerning the placement of a 
wrestler in the number one contender’s slot because he holds the 
region's second-largest championship, | have to respond with a ‘No.’ 
The number one contender should be someone who defeats the 
main competition in the area and is wrestling, or will soon be 
wrestling, the world champion in that particular area. 

“Finally, | do not feel Ric Flair should always be ranked the 
number one wrestler in the Top 10. Hulk Hogan has been through 
some tough months lately, and his championship is still intact. He 
has turned back the challenges of Randy Savage, Terry Funk, Magnifi-

cent Muraco, and King Kong Bundy. He wrestled Bundy at Wrestle- 
Mania 2 with damaged ribs, | might add. By the way, why isn’t 
Bundy in the WWF's top 10 contenders? What gives?” 

[You make plenty of valid comments, Mark, and we'll address 
them one by one. First of all, we get a lot of mail about adding or 
subtracting a ratings category. Some fans want to see Polynesian 
added, others want to see Central States added, and still others want 
to see ICW or NWF or WWC or Japan ratings. Fans have suggested 
dropping categories such as Northwest, Continental, Florida, and 
Mid-Southern. Short of adding a third page to our ratings, we intend 
to keep the categories as they currently are, and cover the other 
areas occasionally with ratings in this column. 

[As far as the top champions in an area being rated behind a 
world champion, the mail has been overwhelmingly in favor of this 
practice. The WWF top 10 are the top 10 wrestlers in that area, not 
necessarily the top 10 contenders to Hulk Hogan’s title. For Intercon- 
tinental champion Randy Savage not to be rated directly behind 
Hogan doesn’t seem right; he certainly should not be rated third or 
fifth. The same goes for the U.S. champion in the NWA, and the 
Americas champion in the AWA. 

[Regarding the positioning of Flair in our own Top 10: Yes, Hulk 
has done very well lately, and that’s why he’s been nudged from 
three to two in the Top 10. But Flair also has done well, better than 
Hogan in our opinion, and remains number one for reasons often 
stated in this space. 

(Finally, your comment about Bundy in the WWF ratings brings to 
mind once again the “For period ending” notation on the ratings. 
Pay attention to that notation, \t sets a cutoff date for the ratings that 
should be considered when examining the categories. Last month, 
three weeks after WrestleMania 2, Bundy was ranked number five in 
the WWF; the issue before that, a week before WrestleMania 2, 
Bundy was rated number two.]

Hall left 
Rose to attack DeBeers, and Rose 
got up and attacked Hall from be- 
hind. When Hall collapsed to the 
ring apron, Rose dragged him to 
the floor and rammed his head 
against the steel ringpost.
